I. Status 

Claims 1-18 and 20-34 are pending. Claim 19 has been canceled. Claims 1-15 and 30-34 
are withdrawn from consideration. 

Claim 16 has been amended to recite the subject matter of canceled claim 20. 

Claim 22 has been amended to be in independent form. 

No new matter has been added by way of the above-amendment. 

II. Prior Art Based Rejections 

The following prior art based rejections are pending: 

(A) Claims 16, 18, 20, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Slezak-US 2005/0170246, (Slezak); and 

(B) Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Slezak in 

view of JP-200 1-068121, (*121) 

Applicants respectfully traverse Rejection (A) and Rejection (B). 

Of the claims under rejection, claim 16 is an independent claim and claims 17, 1 8, 20 
and 21 depend from independent claim 16. In view of the fact that claim 16 has been 
amended to recite the subject matter of claim 19, a claim not currently under rejection, both 
Rejection (A) and Rejection (B) have been rendered moot.
